Cold Water. 


Messrs. Gales: § Scaton, 


Few summers elapse here; in which there’ 
are tot instances of persons being affected by 
drinking cold water: In some seasons, four 
or five persons have diedsuddenly from: this 
cause—one instance occurred the last week : 
at which time the mercury in Farenheit’s ther- 
mometer stood at 90’ degrees. ‘This mortal- 
ity falls chiefly om the labouring. part of the 
community, who seek to allay their thirst by 
drinking the water from the pumps in the 
streets, and who are too impatient or too ignor- 
ant to use the necessary precautions for pre- 
venting its morbid or deadly effects upon 

m. These accidents seldom happen except 
when the mercury rises above 85. Three cir- 
cumstances generally concur toprodace disease 
or death, from drinking cold water. Ist. The 
patient is extremely warm. 2nd. ‘Phe water 
3s extremmly col. And 3d. A large quantity 
of it is taken into the body. . ‘Phe danger from: 
drinking the cold water is always in propor- 
tion to the degrees of combination which occur’ 

Gun the three circumstances that have been men- 
tioned. 

The following symptoms generally follow, 
‘where cold water has been taken, under the a 
bove circumstances, into the body. 

Ina few minutes after the patient has swal- 
fowed the water, he is affected by a dimness 
of sight, he staggers in attempting to walk, 
and unless supported, falls to the ground; he 
breathes with difficulty ; aratiling ts heard in 
his throat : his nostrils and cheeks expand end 
contract in every act of respiratiom ; his face 
suffused with blood, and of a livid colour ; his 
extremities become cold, and his pulse imper- 
ceptible ; andunless relief is speedily obtained, 
the disorder terminates in death ina few min- 
ules. 

This description inclades only the less com- 
mon cases of the effects of drinking a large 
quantity ofcald water, whea the body is_pre- 
ternaturally heated. More frequently, patients 
are seized with acute spasms in the breast and 
stomach. 


I know of but one certain remedy for this 
disease, and that is liquid lxudanum. The do- 
es of it, as in other cases of spasm, should be 
pea to the violence of the disease.

Oar day of dreadful visitation has at leng' 
arrived—two thirds of the late flourishing tow 
of Petersburg are in ruins.— About 9 o’clod 
on Sunday night, the appalling cry of fir 
sounded in our ears, and in an instant after, tk 
alarm-bells covfirmed the mournful truth 
The flames were seen to issue froma stabl 
inthe rear of the dweiling house occupied } 
Mr. John Walker, on Bolling-brook stred 
and in the midst ofa cluster of old woot 
buildings, whose combustible materials spre 
the destroying element with eleetric velocity 
Ina moment the flames spread far and wig 
levelling in their course both sides of Bolling 
brook and the north side of Back street, wh’ 
the market square, and alithe adjacent bul 
ings, shared a similar fate.
